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FOREWORD 


The Indian National Trust for Art and Cultural Heritage (INTACH), 
was founded to stimulate and spearhead heritage awareness and to 
undertake measures for the preservation and conservation of cultural 
property of the country with high archaeological and historic value yet not 
protected by the Central and State statutes. In accordance with INTACH's 
vision and objectives, the work of listing and documenting of unprotected 
monuments of Puri has been launched. These monuments are now in a 
state of utter damage and degradation as well as on the verge of 
disappearance owing to various factors like natural decay, vandalism and 
lack of proper care and maintenance. 


The Jawaharlal Nehru National Urban Renewal Mission (JNNURM), 
a powerful agent of change in 63 cities in India including Bhubaneswar and 
Puri, offered an opportunity for bringing about tangible and visible social 
and economic changes to the local community and an improvement to the 
quality of local physical environment through heritage preservation 
initiatives. 

Accordingly INTACH sponsored the present project of Survey and 
Documentation of the Unprotected-Lesser Known Monuments of Puri and 
requested Prof. Sadasiba Pradhan of P.G. Department of Ancient Indian 
History, Culture and Archaeology, Utkal University to undertake the work of 
documentation with a team comprising the students of the University. 


The team took five months (December 2006 -— April 2007) to 
complete the work and the present report is culmination of their efforts and 
singular devotion. The documentation presents an exhaustive account of 
239 monuments. It also gives a detailed account of the monuments in 
respect of their surroundings, associated legends and traditions, ownership, 
age, architectural features, building material , decorative programmes, 
socio-cultural significance, and the present state of preservation. All the 
information have been discussed in an organised structure and format. 


The purpose of this detailed and exhaustive documentation, apart 
from generating interest among students, researchers and the general 
public at large, is to draw the attention of the State and Central Governments 
and the Civic authorities to undertake long term measures for preservation 
and protection of the listed monuments. The City Development Plan, ! 
urgre, should include such a project. It is hoped that the Civic Authorities 
will also shoulder the responsibilities of their maintenance and upkeep 
against misuse, abuse and damage, which causes degradation of such 
priceless monuments.

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INTRODUCTION 


The coastal town Puri situated at a distance of about 60 kms south of the state capital Bhubaneswar is the epicenter of 
Hinduism that revolves round the God-Head “Lord Jagannath” enshrined in a grand Kalingan temple of the 12” century AD. It is 
the Headquarters of the district of Puri and a celebrated religious centre of the Hindus, as one of the four Dhams of india and one 
of the five sacred Khetras of Orissa. Puranas and religious texts refer to its sacredness as Purushottama Khetra, Tirtha Khetra, 
Sankha Khetra, etc. It has been a place of attraction for pilgrims and tourists since time immemorial for its rich cultural (cult of 
Jagannath) and natural heritage (golden beach). Recorded history reveals that at least from the time of the Somavamsis (AD 11” 
century} all ruling dynasties of Orissa have extended liberal their patronage for the growth and development of the Ksetra. They 
even recognized lord Jagannath as the State deity (rastra devata) and supreme overlord of Orissa and themselves as his 
deputies and representatives. Adi Sankaracharya (9® Century AD), the great propounder of the Advita vada, sanctified the place 
by establishing a monastery called the Gobardhan Matha as one of the four Dhams of Hinduism. Subsequently several saints 
and philosophers namely Ramanuja (12” century AD), Madhavatirtha (137 century AD), Naraharitirtha, Sankaradeva, Nanak, 
Kabir, Chaitanya, Ballav Bhatta, Ramachandra Pun, Paramananda Pun visited and further sanctified the place through their 
preaching and left their imprints in the monasteries and ashrams that they established. Beside the religious preachers and saints 
the feudatory chiefs of Orissa, rulers from outside, wealthy merchants and devotees have also established monasteries and 
ashrams. 


Puri comes in to prominence every year during the car festival (Ratha Yatra) when three wooden chariots carry lord 
Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra from their great temple (bada deul) through the Grand Road (bada danda} to the 
Gundicha temple (their summer resort) for about nine days. This is an unique celebration when the deities come out of the 
shrine to meet the devotees from cross section of the society for which he is rightly called as Jagannath (the Lord of the universe). 


Over the years, spreading over hundreds of years, several sacred and secular establishments and institutions with their 
traditional religious and socio- cultural functions sprang up in the sacred city. Scores of temples and shrines were constructed 
for enshrining deities of various cultic affiliations. Similarly monasteries of various cultic affiliations were also established for 
extending services to the pilgrims for accommodation and ritualistic performances on occasion like Ratha Yatra, Kartika, ASwini 
Gaya, Pausa Gaya etc. Puri is equally known for its tanks and it is believed that the tanks contain the water of immortality and 
bathing in them would earn more merit than to bathe in all the sacred rivers of India. Another important community institution in 
Puri is the Jagaghara and Akhada in each Sahi (nuclear settiements), where martial art, physical exercises and gymnastics are 
practiced regularly. Traditionally the Akhada and Jagaghara were rendering the services of providing safety and security to Lord 
Jagannath and his establishment in Puri from external interferences. 


Several scholars in the past have worked on vanous aspects of Puri. Scholars mostly concentrated either on vanous 
aspects of the presiding deity Lord Jagannath, the grand temple or the temple establishments. But nobody paid any attention to 
prepare an inventory of the monuments to understand the holy city from the archaeological point of view. Present report is a 
modest attempt to present a comprehensive account of the LESSER KNOWN MONUMENTS OF PURI. Leaving aside the 
Jagannath temple precinct, which is under the protection of Archaeological Survey of India and monuments in the list of 
protected monuments of Archaeological Survey of India and Orissa State Archaeology, the report presents an account of as 
many as two hundred thirty-nine monuments that include temples, monasteries (mathas), burial temples (gurvayatana), tanks, 
ashrams, jagaghara, secular buildings. cremation ground, gosala (cow sheds) and mandapas (platform) in an area lying 
between the parallels lat. 19° 49' 14" N.. long. 85° 50’ 86" E (Siddha Mahavira temple in the East) & lat. 19° 48' 17" N., long. 85° 
48' 14" E ( Lokanath temple in West) and Lat. 19° 50' 41" N., Long. 85° 50' 20" E. (Batamangala temple in North), & Lat. 19° 47° 
59" N., Long. 85° 49' 05" E. (Svargadvara in South). Of the 239 monuments, 115 are temples (48.11%), 75 are monasteries (31.38 
%), 26 are gurvayatana (10.87%), 06 are tanks (2.51 %), 06 are ashrama (2.51 %) 05 are jagaghara (2 %), 03 are secular 
buildings and 1 cremation ground, 1 cow shed and 1 mandapa. 


Like the religious establishments and institutions the settlement in Puri revolves round the presiding deity with eight 
streets radiating from the outer periphery of the Jagannath temple compound. These eight streets with their nuclear setttements 
locally known as Sahis cater to the various ritualistic performances of the deity and in course of time several monuments and 
establishments grew up in these streets or sahis. For convenience the monuments in the city have been documented under ten 
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broad sub-divisions comprising eight sahis such as Bali sahi, Dolamandapa sahi ,Gaudabada sahi., Harachandi sah, Kalikadevi 
sahiKundheibenta sahi, Markandeya sahi and Matimandapa sahi. The left out monuments not coming under these sahis have 
been documented under the Grand Road (Bada danda) and the outskirt of Puri. Of these Bali sahi has the largest number of 
monuments (64) and Matimandapa sahi has onty one monument of a Siva temple. 


Out of the 64 monuments in Bali sahi, 19 are temples, 20 are monasteries, 21 are gurvayatana, 2 are sacred tank, one 
ashrama and one cremation ground (Svargadvara). Again out of the 19 temples, 5 are dedicated to Siva, 4 to Sakta, 7 to Vishnu, 
2 to Hanuman and one shrine to a navagraha slab. Of the 20 monasteries 5 belong to Ramanuja sect, 3 to Ramanandi sect, 6 
to Gaudiya sect, 3 to Sankara sect, and one each to Kabir, Nanak and Atibadi sect. 


There are five monuments in Dolamandapa sahi, all of which are monasteries. Of these monasteries two each belong 
to Ramanuja and Ramanandi sect and one to Gaudiya sect. In Gaudabada sahi there are four temples and three monasteries. 
Of the four temples one each is dedicated to lord Siva and Visnu and two temples to Sakta divinities and out of the three 
monastenes one belongs to the Ramanuja sect and two to Gaudiya sect. 


Out of thirty one monuments in Harachandi sahi twenty two are temples, seven monasteries and two ashramas. Of the 
twenty two temples six are dedicated to Lord Siva, six to Visnu, seven to Sakta divinities and three to Hanuman. From among the 
eight monasteries three belong to Gaudiya sect, two to Atibadi and one to Sankara sect and two are miscellaneous. 


Kalikadevi sahi has four temples and four monasteries. Two temples are dedicated to Siva and two to Sakta divinities 
and of the four monasteries three belong to the Ramanuja sect and one to Gaudiya sect. 


Out of twenty one monuments in Kundheibenta sahi, twelve are temples, seven are monasteries and two are Jagaghara. 
Of the twelve temple four are dedicated to lord Siva, five to Sakta and three to Hanuman. Of the eight monasteries three belong 
to the Ramanuja sect, one to Ramanandi Gaudiya sect and two are miscellaneous. 


In the list of forty five monuments of Markandesvara sahi twenty one are temples, fourteen are monasteries, three are 
tanks, four are Jagaghara one ashrama, one mandapa and one cow shed (Gosala). Out of twenty one temples six are dedicated 
to lord Siva, four to Sakta, seven to Visnu, three to Hanuman and one to Ganesa. Of the fourteen monasteries five belong to 
Ramanuja sect, two to Ramanandi sect, and four to Gaudiya sect, one each to Nimbarka and Dasnami sects and one 
miscellaneous. 


In Grand road (Badadanda), there are 29 monuments; eleven are temples, eleven monasteries, four gurvayatanas, one 
Kothi, and two Dharmasalas. Of the eleven temples four are Sakta, three Visnu, three Hanuman and one Siva. Out of the eleven 
monasteries two belong to Ramanandi sect, three to Gauddiya and one each to Pancha Ramanandi, Atibadi, Nanak, Visnu 
swami and Nimbarka sects. 


Of the twenty-eight monuments documented in the outskirts of Puri, twenty-one are temples, three monasteries, one 
burial temple, one tank and two ashramas. Of the twenty-one temples six are dedicated to lord Siva, six to Visnu, five to Sakta 
divinities, four to Hanuman and of the three monasteries one each belongs to Gaudiya, Nimbarka and miscellaneous order. 


So far as the typology of the temples is concerned out of the 115 temples documented, 22 are rekha deul, 86 are pidha 
deul, two are Gaudiya and five are flat roofed. All the Gurvayatanas are pidha temples. In respect of orientation, 59 temples a 
facing towards east, 26 to west, 19 to north and 11 to south. Again of the one hundred fifteen temples only forty-one have 
navagraha panel in the architrave and sixty-seven temples have Vimana with Jagamohana and seven temples have only vimana 
with a frontal porch. 


The large number of pidha deu! enshrining the presiding deities is not in conformity with the traditional Kalingan style. 
A close study of the architectural features, building materials and iconography of cult images reveal that the existing temples in 
Puri were largely constructed or renovated in the post-Ganga period, when the city grew into popularity during the rule of the 
Gajapatis. Gajapatis paid little attention to carry forward the traditional Kalingan style of temple building. 


The present report is the product of the collective effort of my dear students Sri Kunja Bihari Barik, Sri Dibishada 
Brajasundar Gamayak, Sri Rusav Kumar Sahu, Sri Raj Kumar Das, Sri Amit Kumar Pradhan, Sri Sukanta Kishore Badu, Miss 
Sandhyarani Mohapatra, Miss Susandhya Debadarsini Mohanty and Miss Sarmistha Rout, who accompanied me to the field 
braving the rains and hardship for collecting data on each and every monument.

Datached and loose sculptures: There are small 
niches inside the cella of jagamohana, natamandapa 
and bhogamadapa that house early sculptures of 
Surya, votive lingam with yonipitha and naga nagi 
pilasters. 


Northern compound wall niche: There is a four armed 
Ganesa housed in the inner side of the northern 
compound wall within a large niche. The image is 
standing over a lotus pedestal, holding a tusk in his 
upper right hand and aksyamala in his lower left hand.

The outer compound 
wall measures 110 mtrs in length x 95 mtrs in breadth 
with a height of 4.20 mtrs with two entrances in the 
west those are documented as below. Both the 
entrances are identical in the scheme of their 
architecture and measurements.

The details of the edifice have been given 
separately as follows :- 


Western Entrance:

The ornamental 
makara torana made of chlorite is delicately carved 
with the figures like Ganga and Yamuna (river 
goddesses), Brahma and Visnu, floral motifs, 
architectural motifs, Kirtimukha etc with their 
respective mount and attributes. The most important 
is the carving of Brahma. 


The mandapa stands on a low pista with a height of 
0.30 mtrs. The mandapa is designed after a 
pancharatha plan with five fold division of the bada or 
panchanga bada (pabhaga-0.39 mtrs, tala jangha 0.52 
mtrs, bandhana -0.15 mtrs, upara jangha 1.00 mtrs 
and baranda 0.64 mtrs). The tala jangha is carved 
with khakhara mundis and the upara jangha has cult 
deities in regular interval at each wall that houses cult 
deities and other detached sculptures drawn from old 
shrines of Puri.

The eastern wall of the mandapa is also carved with 
the divine figures but documentation could not be 
possible as it was not allowed at this stage of 
documentation. 


Compound Wall:- The mandapa is enclosed within 
a circular compound wall measuring 32.00 mtrs dia 
metre with a height of 2.00 mtrs. In the inner wall of 
this compound wall a host of sculptures of both secular 
and cultic affiliations have been installed either in 
niches or above the pedestals. As one moves from 
the north-eastern end to the South eastern end of the 
entrance these detached sculptures are encountered 
as follows
